The taxpayers of Lisbon will be gratified to learn 
that the town debt is rapidly decreasing. In the 
last two years the debt has been reduced $4,569 67, 
and during the same time our town tax has been re- 
duced over $2,000 oo. “Our debt now, over availa- 
able means, is but $11,126.98. The amount of our 
bonds becoming: due, ‘March. 1, 1885 will be $9,100, 
‘oo. With $6,000;,00. of available means ahead, and 
with a,.prudent management of our town affairs, we 
ought to be able to meet the 1885 installment, with- 
out any increase of taxation. This large saving, to 
the taxpayers of this town has not been accomplish- 
ed without a rigid reduction of expenses, in all plac- 
es, when it was found practicable to do so. If we 
are governed by the same policy hereafter, we shall 
soon see our town free of debt, and our taxes much 
lighter than now.

REPORT 
Or THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The present school year, now near its close, has 
been one of general prosperity. Prudential Com- 
mittees have been quite successful in securing com- 
petent and faithful teachers. 


Sickness, in districts number three and eight, has 
prevailed a portion of the year, making it advisable 
to close the schools; and,rseveral scholars: of much 
promise have died. 

In years past, text books by certain authors have 
been introduced into our village schools, and those 
by other authors into the, districts over the town; and 
this has led to a strange commingling of books, on 
the same subject, in most of our schools. Hence, 
the number of classes in some schools is so great 
that there is not sufficient time for.recitation. 


We believe it is very inportant that there should 
be uzzformity of text books tn all the schools in town. 
If this rule can be established, and adhered to, our 
book dealers would have no occasion to keep in 
stock the varzety they now do, and the inconvenience 
of which we complain, would not be likely soon to 
recur. During the year, a step has been taken to- 
' ward this uniformity, in the displacement of the 
multiplicity of reading books in use, by the introduc- 
tion of the excellent “Franklin” Series. 
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The change has been gladly accepted by most of 
our schools, ‘and the results already, are very grati- 
fying. One has well said that “reading is the most 
valuable of all accomplishments, for it is the gate- 
way to.all knowledge.” 

Districts that have not a full supply of the above 
readers can procure them of us a few weeks longer, 
at introduction rates, after which we shall return 
what are left to the publishers. 

In refering to the several districts we shall be 
brief. 


SALMON DISTRICT. NO. 2. 


The summer term of nine weeks was taught by 
Miss C. Gertrude Drake, an excellent teacher, train- 
ed for her work in the Normal School. Whole 
number of pupils, 37. Average attendance, 33. 
The fall term of ten weeks and the winter term of 
eleven weeks were both taught by Miss Susan R. 
May. Commendable progress was made under her 
instruction. Here are some fine scholars. We are | 
glad so many of the parents in this district have the 
habit of visiting their school. Surely, parents ought 
not to send their children zo any place, they up not 
frequent themselves. 


NORTH LISBON, NO. 3. 


The spring term of ten weeks, the summer term 
of five weeks, and the winter term of fifteen weeks, — 
were each taught by Miss A. Hortense Richardson. © 
Whole number of pupils, for winter term, 25. © Av- 
erage daily attendance, 18. Miss R. is well known - 
as an efficient'teacher.' As a‘rule, good ‘teachers » 
make good schools.

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MINK POND DISTRICT, NO. 4. 


The summer term of ten weeks was taught by 
Miss Alice Page. Number of pupils, 17; average, 
15. A profitable term. The younger scholars were 
taught orally a good deal,.a practice hzghly 
commendable in a teacher. The winter term was 
taught by Miss Anna B. Ordway. Length of term 
eleven weeks. Whole number of pupils, 19; average, 
18. The examination. showed that earnest) work 
had been done. The order was good. Were pleas- 
ed with the singing. We thought the new _ school 
house, truly, was doing its work here. Thanks to 
the philanthropic spirit of its builders. 


COLE DISTRICT, NO. 5 


nse summer term of ten weeks was taught by 
Miss Nellie M. Morrill. Number of pupils, 15. 
The school.appeared well. There are several very 
good readersin this school. Evidence was not 
wanting that.Miss M. had labored with profit to her 
pupils. -Scholors sing well. 

-The winter term was taught by. Mr. C. H. Brown. 
Length of term, 8 weeks. Number of pupils, 18, 
The school closed abruptly, without our being. no- 
tiflid; hence, we cannot speak of its progress. 


GOODNOW DISTRICT, NO. 6. 


The summer term of eight weeks was taught by 
Miss Elvira, J, Bemis... Number of pupils, 9. . Miss 
B.-was nota stranger to the,people of this district. 
She kept an. excellent school. 

A fall term,of seven weeks was taught by Miss 
Florence M. Young... Number. of pupils, bb ovis 
good, school, The, winter. term of ten: weeks, was 
taught by Miss Martha J. Cobb. Whole number of 
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pupils, 15; average attendance, 13. Miss Cobb is a 
superior teacher. We were much pleased with the 
examination. Parents and citizens were present. 


CENTRE DISTRICT, NO. 7. 


The summer term of ten weeks and the winter 
term of twelve weeks, were both taught by Miss 
Elva M. Little. Whole number of pupils for win- 
ter term, 17... Average, 14.. Miss L. is an. energet- 
ic teacher and we think did her work faithfully. 
Classes in reading did very well also, in arithmetic 
and grammar. Were pleased with the neat appear- 
ance of “account books” used by the class in book- 
keeping. ) 

STREETER POND DISTRICT, NO. 8. 


The summer term was taught by Miss May M. 
Brooks. Length of term ten weeks. Number of 
pupils, 25; average, 21. A fall term of ten weeks — 
was kept by the same teacher. Pupils, 28; average, 
Bar | 
At each of our visits, we were highly pleased with 
the appearance of this school. We regard Miss 
Brooks as one of our best teachers. The younger 
scholars had acquired much useful knowledge from 
being instructed ora//y. The winter term was com- 
menced by the same teacher, but closed ina few 
ae: on accourft of sickness among the scholars. 


‘GEORGEVILL DISTRICT, NO. 9. 


Miss Anna B. Sutherland, teacher for’ summer . 
term. We think Miss S. did well inthis, her first, 
school. Both teacher and scholars labor to a great 
disadvantage; in so small a school. 

The tes term of five weeks was taught: by Miss 
Nellie Morrill. Number of pupils, 8, Average, ve 
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Miss: M. kept a good school, and we much regretted 
that the school fund of this district was not sufficient 
to continue it a few weeks longer. _ 

We hope the time is not far distant, when the rule 
shall prevail in New Hampshire, as it does in Mass- 
achusetts, to give the scholars of every school dis- 
trict, an equal amount of schooling. 


WALKER HILL DISTRICT, NO. II. 


Miss Addie L. Hall taught the summer term of 
eight weeks. The school appeared well at our first 
visit, and we were hopeful of a profitable term. We 
received no notice of its close. The winter term of 
13, weeks was taught by Miss Julia A. Donovan. 
Whole number of pupils, 27. Average daily attend- 
ance, 25. 

It is seldom a school is satisfactory to everybody, 
but such seems to have been the case with this, 
Parents and citizens cooperated with the teacher to 
have the best school possible. ‘This 1 is as it should 
be. We hope Miss Donovan's services will be se- 
cured for the next term of the same school. 


SUGAR HILL. 


‘The report of the school at Sugar Hill has been 
forwarded to us.

Average attendance, 18. Fall term t@ught by Mrs.

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LISBON VILLAGE. 


The spring term of the High School was taught 
by Miss Lydia A. Cobb. Fall term by Miss Mar- 
garet J. Hadlock. Winter term by Miss Sarah L. 
Arnold. The Grammar School, Intermediate and 
Primary departments have been taught, during the 
year, respectively, by Miss Julia E. Palmer, Miss 
Katie J. Cheney and Miss Marion B. Minot. 


WHOLE NUMBER OF PUPILS: 


For the winter term: High School, 30; Grammar 
School, 30; Intermediate, 51; Primary, 50. Aggre- 
gate, 161. 

Attending to Reading, 160, Spelling, 160, Pen- 
manship, 110, Arithmetic, 118, Geography, 83, 
Grammar, 39, U.S. History, 20, Eng. History, 8, 
Composition, 30, Algebra, 14, Geometry, 5, Physiol- 
ogy, 7, Latin, 4, Vocal Music, 30. 

These schools have been very prosperous through- 
out the year, having been under the instruction of 
teachers'that are unexcelled.. It 1s purposed to con- 
tinue their high standard. 


NUMBER OF CHILDREN. 


It appears from the returns of the Selectmen, 
that in the spring of 1879 there were 310 children 
between 5 and 15 years of age, in the town of Lis- 
bon. 

NUMBER OF PUPILS. 


Lisbon Village, 168, Sugar Hill, 37; remaining 
nine districts, 222. This is nearly correct. 


STUDIES PURSUED. 


Besides the usual studies pursued in the common 
schools, quitea number have attended to Algebra, 
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Physiology or Book keeping. 

Several of our districts have an abundance of 
school money, and have school buzldings that are a 
credit to them; but, seem to be without excuse for 
not having furnished their school room, long ago, 
with a globe, dictionary, some outline maps, and 
other needed school apparatus. ‘These things would 
prove invaluable to the schools; and, a little money 
expended for them would be better than having 
very lorg terms of school. Asa rule, ten or eleven 
weeks, of continuous study, isenough. A majority 
of pupils have no schooling advantages besides what 
are provided in the common schools, and they leave 
even ¢hese at a much younger age than formerly. 
Therefore, let us not withold the necessary helps to 
their rapid advancement in knowledge. “An indus- 
trious and virtuous education of children is a better 
inheritance than a great estate.”
